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Recent unfortunate developments in international relations encourage Be to. 
write yon again on the subject I raised in a letter I wrote you last August 
8. I regret no one has seen fit to answer my letter, I did not expect a 
reply from as tasy and important a man as you, but I did hope that the 
appropriate people in the government of the USSR might look with favor upon 
ay proposal and that fren than I would receive a reply. I was told on 3 
occasions by Soviet representatives in the Embassy in Washington that my 
letter bad been answered. I was also told a copy had been forwarded to Mr. 
Satskevieh and thatl ceuM expect to hear £rom him shortly. Mt to date I 
have not. In my letter I proposed a easapetition involving myself and any 
individuals, group er groups in the Seviet Union in poultry husbandry, a 
field i described as by its nature the most peaceful. I hoped by this 
peaceful coupe tition that perhaps a profitable exchange and even slightly 
improved relations and increased understanding of eaeh by the other might 
come to jass. Certainly, we might one or the other of us learn something 

from it, perhaps hew to raise better chickens, er hew to raise good chickens 
at less cost. 

I conclude, not having heard anything, that the Sevient Union 

does not want to engage in sueh a competition and, if that is the ease, in

order that subse quently nothing stand be dene that might prove embarrassing, 
at the sane time I would like, to suggest that I was net being toe immodest 
in issuing arch a challenge and in recounting in what we have been able to 
do, I would libs to offer any knowledge we might have to you. We have been 
able to raise chickens of both sexes to an averagelive weight of 3 pounds in 
48 days. We have been able to reduce the cost of the feed for finishing 
these chickens by as maeh as 1/3. We have evolved a formula tiom for asking 
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eh ie kens grew 15$ faster dur ing the finishing period and at the sstae t in© 

JtieJLd an addl 0 of edible meat. fhis involved an expensive ration, bat ©n 
an extremely ©heap ration which we have developed, we have been able t© make 
chickens grow 10 faster and at a saving ©f 25$ in feed cost tor the finishing 
period* We have been able to get chiekens big enough to make individiual 
servings in slightly ever 4 weeks and in as little as 55 days we have been 
able to make chickens reach a weight ©f approximately a lb and a half ready 
to cook. These latter figures refer to some of the best results, but they 
do indicate what we have been able to do with methods we have developed 
ourselfes. % "ourselves” I mean my wife and I. We operate our snail 
poultry farm by ourselves and d© everything frart hat eh ing to delivering 
the finished product, some of which are even ready to eat. 

Our work has been based upon ehang ng the metablism of the 
chicken by the use of approved hormones, leeently I read in a newspaper 
of the work ef a Soviet scientist working in human medieine wh© thought 
beneficial results might result from the use of hormones. I regret I do 
not remember his name. 

I have gone to the trouble of writing you again because I d© 
sincerely believe that more than ever peaceful and mutually beneficial 
relations are necessary and desirable. 

At the time of your vist to this country, we bed been led to 
believe that possibly some of yoar party might visit us. We regret this 
was not possible. But I would like to repeat to you an offer I made to one 
of the men in the embassy of a gift from us to seme of your children’s 
camps of which we saw pictures on ©ar television. We raise a beautiful a 
domestic wild duck coming originally frem franco and known as "'Souen" 

We have been breeding them to bring out a fcpart of a tuft or topknot on the 
head which makes them even more attractive, especially to children . If it 






would fee possible for this gift to fee accepted, we would Uka to offer it 
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again for nezt spring wfeen we hope again to have some of the young or per- 
haps, if you to uld prefer, sane of the eggs, fhese ducks are weather -hardy 
in the climate of the Washington area and can and do live outside all
